Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 
None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed a belt coil as a 
transmitter/receiver antenna in transponder apparatus for medical and veterinary 
applications, along with all the other claimed feature, conductor tape including at least 
one electrically insulted flexible conductor extending on said tape in parallel 
arrangement with any additional conductor, a resilient section and each conductor 
being longitudinally expandable along the resilient section of said conductor tape, a 
connector member being insertable into, and lockable in engagement with, each other, 
said connector member including contact structures which are joined when the 
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connector to contact structures in a displaced fashion such that the end of one 
conductor is transposed to join the beginning of the next transversely adjacent 
conductor, and the beginning of the first conductor as well as the end of the last 
conductor are accessible.
